WHERE.4S  Officers  commanding  Her  Majesty’s 
Ships  on  Foreign  Stations  have  permitted 
marriages  to  be  solemnized  aecording  to  religious 
rites  or  ceremonies,  or  to  be  contracted  per  verba  dc 
presenti  in  the  presence  of  such  Officers,  in  the  belief 
that  marriage.^;  were  authorized  by  law  to  be  so  solem- 
nized and  contracted,  and  doubts  have  arisen  with 
respect  to  the  validity  of  such  marriages,  and  it  is 
expedient  to  confirm  the  same: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  Most  Excel- 
lent Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con.sent  of 
the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  and  Commons,  in 
this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same,  as  follows: — 

Short  Title. 

1 This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Confirmation  of 
Marriages  on  Her  Majesty’s  Ships  Act,  1879.” 

Confirmation  of  Marriages  of  British  Subjects 
solemnized  on  board  Her  Majesty's  Ships. 

2.  All  marriages,  both  of  the  parties  being  Briti.sh 
.subjects,  which  before  the  passing  of  this  Act  have 
been  solemnized  on  board  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  vessels 
on  a Foreign  station  in  the  presence  of  the  Officer 
commanding  such  vessel,  whether  solemnized  accord- 
ing to  any  religious  rite  or  ceremony,  or  contracted 
per  verba  de presenti,  shall  be  valid  in  like  manner  as 
if  the  same  had  been  solemnized  within  Her  Majesty’s 
dominions  wdth  the  due  observance  of  all  forms  re- 
quired by  law. 

Provided  that  this  enactment  shall  not  render  valid 
any  marriage  which,  before  the  passing  of  this  Act,
